State-Wide Electric 
Service System 


Glades reSidence rank high in 
the use of electric service, accord- 
ing to the results of a Florida 
Power & Light Company survey 
for the year 1948, announced by 
P. P. deMoya, manager, yesterday. 
This district ranks second in the 
company’s state-wide system. 

“The figurea for 1948, just com- 
piled, reveal this interesting in- 
formation, which reflects favorably 
on our comniunities”, deMoyd de- 
.clared. “The use of electricity in 
homes is an index of the standard 
qof living in a community and the 

high use here results from a great- 

er use of modern electrical-conven- 
iences. Then too, while prices on 
practically everything soared sky- 
„< ward, the average cost of residen- 
tial electricity was held ‘ata 
favorable level and is now about 
the same as it was before the war.” 
In 1948, figures show that resi- 
dential customers in the Glades 

District, on the average, used 2632 
Kilowatt hours compared with only 

1795 in-1941, an increase of 46 per- 
acent. This is also 31 percent great- 
ér than the 2,005 kilowatt hour 
average in all the territory served

Actually in 1948 each kilowatt 
hour of electricity, on the average, 
did more work than it did in 1941 
because modern electrical appli- 
ances are more efficient. This is 
particularly true of electric ranges 
and many motor-operated appli- 
ances. 

While U. S. Figures for 1948 
are not yet available, the Com- 
pany’s statewide average use is 
expected to top the average for the 
nation by a widé margin. For the 
year 1947 the Company’s custom- 
ers used an average of 1,885 KWH, 
over 30 percent higher than the 
national average of 1,438 KWH.
